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INTRODUCTION 


This  listing  describes  over  200  camps  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  in  which  blind  and  visually  impaired  children,  youths 
and  adults  have  been  enrolled.  The  camps  are  listed 
alphabetically  by  state.  The  following  information  is  given  for 
each  camp:  name,  contact  person,  age  of  campers,  camp  season, 
description  of  campers  and  activities  offered. 

Camp  name.  A  camp's  address  and  telephone  number  are  provided 
for  each  entry  along  with  the  camp's  name. 

Contact.  The  name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  contact 
listed  can  be  used  by  readers  to  make  inquiries.  Although  the 
specific  location  of  some  camps  changes  from  year  to  year,  their 
sponsoring  agency  remains  the  same  and  is  indicated  as  contact. 
Age  of  campers.  The  range  of  ages  of  the  campers  attending  a 
camp  is  indicated. 

Camp  season.  Most  camps  have  summer  programs  only.  However, 
some  offer  activities  during  other  seasons  of  the  year. 
Description  of  campers.  The  population  of  campers  served  is 
outlined  for  each  camp.  For  example,  camps  that  are  for  blind 
and  visually  impaired  persons  exclusively  will  be  noted  by  the 
category  of  "blind  and  visually  impaired."  Those  that  serve 
blind  and  visually  impaired  individuals  and  nondisabled  persons 
will  be  noted  by  "blind  and  visually  impaired;  nondisabled." 
Other  categories  indicated  are  "deaf-blind, 
impaired,"  and  "developmentally  delayed." 
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Activities  offered.  The  major  activities  offered  by  a  camp  are 
specified.  Recreational,  academic  and  rehabilitative  activities 
are  included. 

We  hope  that  this  camp  listing  will  be  useful  for  parents, 
agency  and  school  personnel,  and  other  professionals  in 
identifying  year-round  camping  activities  for  individuals  of  all
